Vegetable Transplantation. 

Most flowers and vegetables are 
better for at least one transplanting 
while they are small. Sometimes two 
or three transplantings are beneficial. 
Top growth usually stops for a time 
'after transplanting, but root growth 
is\ doubled and feeding surfaces in¬ 
creased. We read . of various plans 
for growing seedlings so that the 
roots wIR’’ not be disturbed in trans¬ 
planting. This is not only unnecessary, 
but- unwise; let the roots be well 
shaken out—^the plants will be stur¬ 
dier and stockier. Of course this 
does not refer to delicate greenhouse 
I exotics, but to ordinary garden flow' 
ers and vegetables. 


Care of Pansies. - 
Some say that if pansies are cut 
back in midsummer, leaving little but 
the croWn of each plant, they win 
look fresher aniJ,'bloom more profusely 
later in the season. Don’t let the 
plants crowd each other, or they will 
grow slender. ,

Slocum Disaster. 

That upwards of 1,000 persons 
perished in the burning of the ex¬ 
cursion steamer General Slocnm is 
now practically certain. Accord¬ 
ing to an exhaustive report made 
by Police Inspector Schmittberger 
on the number of dead, missing, 
injured and nninjured in the dis¬ 
aster, it appears that 938 bodies 
have been recovered, and that 93 
persons, absolutely known to have 
been aboard the vessel are still 
unaccounted for, bringing the total 
mortality of the disaster up to ful¬ 
ly 1,031. Those injured number 
179, afld of the throng of fully 
1,500 who embarked on the excur¬ 
sion of St. Marks Church, but 236 
escaped without injury. , 

The report is the resul,ti^of a 
minute inquiry made by a corps of 
100 p^rolmen, under the direction 
of the inspector. In the.&tirse of 
the inquiry much valuable infor¬ 
mation was secured from survi¬ 
vors, which will be used in the in¬ 
vestigation by the district attorney 
to fix the respofistbility for the dis¬ 
aster. K thorough examination of 
the hull of the Slocum re.sulted in 
the. discovery in the locker in 
which the fire started, of a number 
of barrels which had- contained 
kerosene and lubricating oil. 

Crowds, with heads bowed and 
uncovered lined both sides of East 
river Sunday as the blackenqd 
hulk of the General Slocum was 
towed away to a dock in Erie 
Basin, where it is to be inspected 
by the Federal authorities. The 
flags of the tugs having ilie wreck 
in tow were at ha.if mast and when 
passing' Barretto Point where the 
Slocum finally sunk and where so 
many lost their lives the flags 
were dipped. All the crafts^in the 
harbor dipped their flags as the 
flotilla passed.

WEEDS AND GRASS. j 

What the Weeder Docs to Rid the 
Farmer of These Pests. ! 

The weeder is a harrow of very light 
construction, and takes a wide strip 
each time. The name IS appropriate 
up North and West, where the great. 
pest the farmer must fight, is the Tig- i 
orous crop pf weeds, but down South • 
It Is grass rather than weeds, ' It 
should be called the “Grass killer” 
for us. 

^omptness In the use of this Im-1 
^plement is ail important. The grass . 
can be killed in the eprout even be- i 
fore It appears above ground. Grass 
rarely ever cOmes up on soil that has . 
been stirred since the last shower. I 
But it comes rapidly on a crust. Now - 
If this point is remembered, we see ^ 
the importanoe of breaking the crust- 
that forms after every shower, If 1 
this is done j?romptly, we will have 
no grass. , ; 

The weeder, with its fine, springy 
Bteel teeth, does this work nicely. ' 
Grass roots are rarely over one-half- 
to three-quarters of au inch deep for i 
several days. Hence if the crust is j 
broken the grass and young weeds are' 
destroyed. 

Corn and cotton have deeper roots 
and the weeder does not injure them 1 
but very little. If a rain causes a crust 1 


Remepy tor insect Pests of Corn. 

Prof, J. W. Folsom discussed “In- 
septs Injurious to the Corn Crop and 
How to Combat Them.” There were 
over 200 insects, he said, which work¬ 
ed damage to growing corn, and of 
these fifty species worked ejcteuslve 
InJUjy, their ravages pausing enor¬ 
mous loss. He enumerated many of 
the varieties and told their habits 
and some methods of exterminating 
them. Of the ehinoh bug he said an 
effective way of keeping it out of a 
field was to make a dust furrow 
around the plant or surround it with 
a string of tar. An emulsion found 
effective by Prof, Forbes in, destroy¬ 
ing the post is made of one pound of 
soap, one gallon of rain water and 
two gallons of kerosene. One quart 
of the mixture is stirred into fifteen 
gallons of water and sprayed on the 
bugs. 

Value of Up-to-Date Methods. 

The scooter plow and one mule, 
bedding up everything as high as pos¬ 
sible regardless of soil conditions, 
waste of domestic manures and lack 
of enterprise in studying and acting 
on up-to-date methods of agriculture 
generally, is costing the State of 
Georgia millions of dollars annually.

to form before these crops come up, 
the weeder should be used at once. 
This will not only destroy the coming 
crop of grass, but will greatly assist 
the tender plants in coming up. 

The weeder can be used to advan¬ 
tage until the cotton or corn is eight 
or* ten inches high. You can run with 
the rows or across them just as you 
prefer. By going over the crop .once a 
week with the weeder the cost of cul¬ 
tivating is very greatly reduced. Less 
plowing and less hoeing are required. 

The weeder is a gieat labor-saving 
tool. As labor is scarce this season 
the weeder becomes the more ueces-’ 
sary. Improved machinery lessens the 
cost of cultivation. 

The frequent stirring of the soil 
helps aeration to make the plant-food 
available and in this way takes the 
place of increased quantities of fertil¬ 
izers. “Culture is Nature” has been 
proven true. It Is cheaper and more 
permanent than chemical fertilizers. 
A good. two-horse team will go over 
twelve to fourteen acres per day with 
a weeder, and one horse can go over 
six to eight acres,—Southern. Cultiva¬ 
tor. 

Some Excellent Formulas. 

Simply as guides we suggest for or¬ 
dinary soil in fair condition about the 
following; 

For Cotton^Cottonseed meal, 330 
pounds; acid phosphate, 1,400 pounds; 
Kainit, 300 pounds. 

Use from 200 up to 800 pounds per 
acre. 

For Corn—Cottonseed meal, 200 
pounds; acid phosphate, 1,600 pounds; 
kainit, 200 pounds. 

Use 200 up to 1,000 pounds per 
acre. For potatoes, melons, etc.; 

Cottonseed meal, 600 pounds; acid 
phosphate, 1,000 pounds; kainit, 400 
pounds. 

Use 600 to 2,00 pounds per acre. 

For small grains and grasses; 

Cottonseed meal, 800 pounds; acid 
phosphate, 1,000 'pounds; kainit, 200 
pounds. 

Use 200 to 600 pounds per acre. 


The Right Time for Pruning. 

The largest branch starts from a 
bud, Which a slight movement of the 
finger would have broken pfl. By go¬ 
ing over young trees and rubbing off 
buds that appear where branches are 
not needed, there will be very little 
pruning to be done when the trees 
come Into bearing. 

New Use for Paris Green. 

They have found out down -in Texas 
that powdered parls green sprinkled 
on the cotton plant will kill the boll 
weevil, and the extent of the plague Is l 
shown by the fact that it is estimated 
that 2,000 cars of paris green wi” be 
required to save the Texas cotton 
crop. 

Farmer's Findings. 

Many a man may double his physi¬ 
cal capacity by strengthening his 
mind somewhat. 

Without cleanliness in the dairy, all 
efforts to,produce the best butter or 
cheese are Vain. 

Generally, he who sells hay from his 
farm pays a high rate of interest for 
the'money he gets. 

For the nutrition of live stock and 
the conservation of soil fertility, grass 
is the world’s royal crop. 

Excessive growth or fattening is at 
a great expense of food. Better a 
conitlnuous good growth, and no cram¬ 
ming stages. 

The man who buys good animals 
and gives them scrub feed, ought, to 
be consistent, not to hoist his •um¬ 
brella in a rain storm. 

The farmer must have a long bank 
account who can afford to breed im¬ 
mature animals; or to keep animals 
for the shambles after they approach 
maturity. 

Stick to Your Shredding. 

It will pay any one to shred his 
corn, if he can make satisfactory ar¬ 
rangements to have the shredding 
done and if he manages his corn right 
from the beginning. It depends a 
.good deal upon his age and the kind 
of hands he has and what he is going 
to put on the ground, afterward. 
Some of tried it and quit. There
